This does iml JnipJy that ihe shipbuilding 
■ Industry has fallen down. It ha.i not. On the 
contrary, last year It produced 8,000.1100 ton.-;, 
exceeding the fantastic goal set for It by the 
President. 

But shipping, lo brine niw maierlala lo 
the United States and to transport men and 
armament und supplies to the war fronts, 
lias become so Important that even achieve- 
ment ot "the Impossible" Is not enoiiRh. 

For next year we need 16.OD0.0OO tons cjf 
new ships, twice the 1042 output. To kcI that 
we must divert raw material.^ and manpower 
from other Itema, 

This docs not mean thai we arc RolnB to 
run short of ordnance. Apparently production 
of guns, munitions, tanks, and such items has 
far outstripped our ability to send those 
thiriRs plus men and .supplies to the IlghtlnK 
fronts. 

In spite of the diversion, tliere Is t 
reason to believe that current backlogs plus 
slowed-down output will give us as much 
ordnance as we shall be able to move over- 
seas with the cargo space available thLi year. 

or late we have not been hearing much 
about U-boat sinkings. Tlils .-ihould not lull 
into false optimism. The .submarincl have not 
been beaten. The word Is that Germany has 
an ample number. Including new ones big 
and fast enough to race with our ships. 

Wc have taken up mo.st If not nil of the 
slack In cargo space.

FJynn -Mniply 
was recognized as bclnc ton much of a polltl' 
cal hack for -siicli an Important mission. lils 
meaRcr ciualltlcillons Just dkln't fit him for 
the Job. \ 

What the American people sensed In the 
nomination of Fiynn was that politics, sup- 
posed to have 'been dismissed for the dura- 
tlon, was still cooking. It was tvcn too dls- 
tasteful a pill for the United States senate 
to swallow without a Elrugglc. 

Had Flynn's nomination gone lo a vote In 
the senate and been dffeatcd. It would,have 
been the first rejection of a diplomatic nomi- 
nation In nearly 50 years, a reputation that 
would haVe appeared all too significant. 

As a result, Mr. Flynn deemed It expedient 
to ask the President to wlthdr.w the nomina- 
tion, aqri the chief executive likewise realized 
that tlie whole un.savory matter should be 
brought to an end. 

Another Indication that democracy is still 
working In spite of Its abu.se-that the Amer- 
ican people still have a voice In their govern- 
ment.
